FREER USE OF SCHOOL HOUSES. 


The suggestions and appeals made at the national 


conference on civic and social center development at 
the University of Wisconsin a few days ago indicates 
the trend and also to some degree the extent of the 
propaganda for the free.- use cf school houses by the 
public. Fort Wayne hns made a start in this direc- 
tion." During the past few months a number of the 
ward school auditoriums have been utilized for even- 
ing lectures and civic improvement gatherings, and 
the Fort Wayne Civic Improvement association has 
named a committee to further develop the idea in 
Fort Wayne. 


This movement was started in New York more than 


twenty years ago by Dr. Henry M. Liepziger, when 
he organized the free public lecture system under the 
board of education. When such a system was started 
the use of school houses for even that purpose was an 


. innovation, which was viewed by many dubiously and 


askant, and the buildings in general were found un- 
suited for it. 


Speaking of the movement and the use of school 


houses for' such purposes, the New York Tribune 
says: 


"The favor with which the lecture system was re- 


ceived, however, speedily confirmed such use of the 
buildings and led to an adaptation thereto of the plans 
of new buildings, so that a large proportion of the 
school houses which have been erected in late years 
have auditoriums and other features for the facilita- 
tion of their use for lectures, entertainments, recrea- 
tion and other civic and social purposes. 
And be- 


ginning in New York, the system has been taken up 
elsewhere, until now it is of national extent. 


"The logic of it is impregnable and convincing from 


the most practical and utilitarian as well as from ttv 
most idealistic point of view. The community ough 
to have the largest possible returns from its invest 
ment in school building?, and as such returns are t 
be secured only through use of the buildings, it fol- 
lows that there ought to be the fullest possible use of 
them. If'a school house is used for only five or six

The most beautiful example of bridge 


construction Fort Wayne has yet st>en 
will be the handsome structure that is 
to span the St. Joe river at Tennessee 
avenue, connecting. Lakeside and the Spy 
Run avenue district. The cast abutment 
of the bridge is already completed and 
piling is now being placed for the cen- 
tral pier. 


The building •will be of steel and con- 


crete construction, faced with wire cut 
matt brick laid up in Flemish bond, 


which securely anchors the brick to the 
concrete. 
The bridge consists of- two 


spans of 105 feet each and will have a 
width nf forty feet inside the handrails. 
Each arch is a semi-ellipse., with rise of 
thirteen feet. There are 130 piles under 
each abutment and 100 piles under the 
river pier. The piles are eighteen feet 
long. The. abutment foundations, includ- 
ing the wings, are 70 by 30 feet and will 
be carried down five feet below the low- 
est, point in the channel. The founda- 


tion nf the river pier is 10 by 00 feet 
at the .bottom and will be carried down 
seven foet below the lowest point at the 
crossing. 
In addition to the ample 


depth and stability of the foundations 
resulting from the piling, toch founda- 
tion is inclosed 
in tight sheet piling 


driven down seven feet below the bottom 
of the foundations. Entering into the 
construction nf the bridge will be. ap- 
proximately 3.GOO cubic yards of con- 
crete and sixtv tons of ateel reinforce- 


ment. 


Engineer A. W. Grosvenor is the dn- 


Mgner of the bridge,'and the contract 
for its construction was let to the La- 
fayette Engineering; company a,t a con- 
tract price of $38,000. It will be ready 
for use. in June. 
The perspective from 


which the photograph reproduced above 
was made was drawn by Arthur E. Pope.' 
The illustration gives a hint of the 
boulevard plans projected, in connection 
with the improvement.

New York, Dec. 12.—Thousands of 


miles away from home and the only one 
of his kind in this country is the pre- 
dicament of a tiny butterfly fish. He is 
on exhibition with more than a hundred 
other specimens of fish at the second an- 
nual exhibition of the Acquarium society, 
in the American Museum of Natural His- 
tory, Seventy-second street and Central 
Park west. "And he is ft lonely fish, be- 
cause he is in a glass tank by himself. 


The home of the butterfly fish is in 


India, and a sailor, to obtain a ten-dollar 
bill, got hold of this splendid specimen 
and brought him to America. So he is 
all alone, and has been so far 
nine 


months. The butterfly fish is only tw.i 
inches long, and is in a tank a foot 
long and six indies wide. Vor months 
the owner of this fish has been trying 
to obtain a female of this species, but 


I they are said to be even rarer than Hie 


male. How long the butterfly fish wil 
live here is not known.

hibition is the million fish, so called be 
cause of its prolific breeding. This fisl 
is hardly longer than a thumbnail, ant 
its chief food is the mosquito.

This 
little black fish has to he treated kindly 
and fed at regular intervals or he seizes 
the opportunity when the wire screen is 
off the top of" his tank and jumps out 
and dies. But he likes fighting, and un- 
less he has a fight frequently he gets 
sulky and melancholy. 


Gold Fish "Uncomfortable. 


The big fantail goldfish were the most 


uncomfortable in the exhibition. 
The 


tanks were not large enough for them 
to sport their dangling fins and frequent- 
ly they •would bang into 
each, other.
